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Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-28 and 55-89, drawn to a crosslinker and a composition thereof, 
classified in class 525, subclass 424+. 

II. Claims 29-54, drawn to a method of making a crosslinker, classified in 
class 528, subclass 85+. 

III. Claims 90-93, drawn to a multilayered product, classified in class 428, 
subclass 423.1 +. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions J and 1 1 are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the product as claimed can be made by using 
different reactants and components and Tgs of Group I and II are different. 

Inventions I and II are related as mutually exclusive species in an intermediate- 
final product relationship. Distinctness is proven for claims in this relationship if the 
intermediate product is useful to make other than the final product (MPEP § 806.04(b), 
3rd paragraph), and the species are patentably distinct (MPEP § 806.04(h)). In the 
instant case, the intermediate product is deemed to be useful as a crosslinker for 
molding resins and the multilayered product has a different chemical structure from said 
crosslinker since it is crosslinked and the inventions are deemed patentably distinct 
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since there is nothing on this record to show them to be obvious variants. Should 
applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, applicant 
should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to 
be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either 
instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions anticipated by the prior art, the 
evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other 
invention. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, and the 
search required for Group II and III is not required for Group I and III, respectively, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

During a telephone conversation with Ms. Aitman on December 4, 2003 a 
provisional election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, 
claims 1-28 and 55-89. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in 
replying to this Office action. Claims 29-54 and 90-93 are withdrawn from further 
consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected 
invention. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .1 7(i). 
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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 15, 21, 24, 27, 28, 55-57, 61, 63, 74, 80, 83 and 85-87 are 

rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 

particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 

the invention. 

Improper Markush language is recited and a proper format is "—selected from 
the group consisting of A. B. — and Z ". Correction is required. 

Claims 3, 5-14, 16-20, 22, 23, 25, 26, 58-60, 62, 64-79, 81, 82, 84, 88 and 89 are 
objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form including ail of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 15, 21, 24, 27, 28, 55-57, 61, 63, 74, 80, 83 and 85-87 would be 
allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. US Pat. 4,066,591 is considered the closest prior art, however, 
said patent failed to teach the use of the instant compound (c) and the examiner does 
not see any motivation to modify said patent.
